.On account 
of the very serious 


shortage of labor 
throughout 
the 


state and the fact that such shortage 
is largely due to the many thousands 
of idlers, vagrants and vagabonds who 
are consuming the nation's food sup- 
ply without aiding in its production, 
Governor Catts has issued the follow 
ing stirring appeal to the sheriffs, jus 
tices of the peace and constables of 
the several counties of the state: 


"To the sheriff, justices of the 


peace and constables of the several 
•counties of the state of Florida: 


"Whereas, it has been brought to 


my attention by the representatives of 
the federal department of labor ami 
agriculture for Florida, 
who have 


Tnade a special study of the problem, 
.and by letters from farmers, that 
there is a serious shortage of labor 
throughout the state of Florida, and 
this shojfage is largely due to the 
fact ^hdl thousands of able bodied 
-<ien can be found scattered over the 
state who are idlers, or habitual loaf- 
ers, living upon the earnings of others, 
and thus consuming the nation's food 
supply without adding to its produc- 
tion, or being engaged in any useful 
industry, and 


"Whereas, the agencies of the fed- 


eral government referred to above, in 
v.rder to relieve the labor shortage in 
certain sections of the state, have 
been instrumental in getting the op- 
eration'of the United States immigra- 
tion laws modified, thereby admitting 
Bahama island labor to assist farmers 
in cultivating and harvesting their 
crops, and 


"Whereas, due to the serious war 


situation it is incumbent upon every 
citizen to lend his assistance to re- 
lieve this situation and every official 
to enforce such laws as are in force in 
Florida to discourage idleness and 
promote industry; 


"Therefore, I call the attention of all 


sheriffs, justices of the peace and con- 
stables and other officers concerned to 
section 3570 of the general statutes, 
as amended by chapter 5720, laws of 
Florida, urging a rigid enforcement 
•df such section, the same reading as 
follows: 
' 


. " 'Rogues and vagabonds, idle or dis- 


solute persons who go about begging, 
common gamblers, persons who use 
juggling, or unlawful games or plays, 
common pipers and fiddlers, common 
drunkard?, common night walkers, 
thieves, pilferers, traders in stolen 
property, lewd, wanton and lascivious 
persons, keepers of gambling places, 
common railers and brawlers, persons 
"who neglect their calling or employ- 
ment, or are without reasonable con- 
tinuous employment or regular income 
and who have not sufficient property 
to sustain them, and misspend what 
theyearn without providing for them- 
selves or the support of their families, 
persons wandering or strolling around 
from place to place without any lawful 
purpose or object, habitual loafers, 
idle and disorderly persons, persons 
engledting all 
lawful business and 


habitually spend their time by fre- 
quenting houses of ill fame, gambling 
houses or tippling shops, persons able 
to. work but habitually living upon the 


. earnings of their 
wives or minor 


children, and all able bodied male 
persons over the age'of 18 years who 
are without means of support and re- 
main In idleness, shall be Seemed 
•vagrants and upon conviction shall 
be subject to the penalties provided in 
section 3571.'

FLOUR SALES ARE 


LIMITED BY ORDER 


STATE FOOD ADMINISTRATOR AL 


LOWS BUT ONE AND A HALF 


POUNDS 
PER 
PERSON 
EACH 


WEEK. 


The following order limiting the re 


tail sales of flour has been issued b> 
Braxton Beacham, federal 
food ad 


ministrator for the state of Florida: 


"Retail dealers handling wheat flour 


| in the state of Florida are required to 


j sell wheat flour only when sales of 
wheat flour substitutes accompany the 
flour pound for pound, this being the 
original fifty-fifty rule, applying to al 
households and private consumers. 


"Retail de'alers should also limit their 


sales of wheat flour to 1% pounds per 
person per week, or six pounds per 
month, allowing each person a thirty 
days' supply, but in no instance sell- 
ing to one family more than 24 pounds 
of flour at one time, when family re- 
sides in the city, and no more than 
48 pounds to a family at one time 
when the family resides in the rural 
districts or some distance from point 
of purchase. 


"This ruling does not change in any 


manner the established margins of 
profit on flour or the percentage of 
iubstitutes to be sold with flour, which 
must be strictly in accordance with 
the fifty-fifty rule, and all substitutes 
must be sold and delivered at the 
same time the flour is sold and de- 
livered." 


Must Make Reports 


"All wholesalers, jobbers, or retail- 


ers of the state of Florida dealing in 
wheat flour are direc-ied to immediate- 
ly file reports with the federal food 
administrator, Braxt m Beacham. af 
Orlando, Florida, giiing in detail the 
amount of flour now in their hands or 
in transit to them from mills or other 
points of shipment^ This report must 
give the number of mill packages, 
sacks, etc., of wheat flour, and on the 
part of retailers, mus,t give in detail 
number of pounds of Hour in broken 
packages on hand at the date of mak- 
ing the report. These reports must be 
sent by all wholesalers, jobbers, and 
retailers to reach the office of the fed- 
eral food administrator not later than 
April 29, 191S." 


Profit on Sugar 


"No retail merchant dealing in food 


commodities in the otate of Florida 
shall, after April 19, 1918, sell sugar 
at an advance over cost to him that 
will yield a profit greater than one 
cent per pound. 


"This rule will be strictly enforced 


and applies to all sales whether quan- 
tities are sold in original package or 
lesser amounts. 


"All violations of this ruling when 


reported to the federal food adminis- 
trator will result in investigation, and 
penalty for proven violations of this 
rule will lie the removal of privilege 
of buying by those guilty of violation." 


TO ELECT SCHOOL 


TRUSTEES TUESDAY 


The bi-annual election of trustees 


to serve the New Smyrna special tax 
school district will be held at the 
schoolhouse next Tuesday, when the 
voters of the district will be called 
upon to select three trustees to serve 
the district for two years, succeeding 
F. W. Hatch, D. N. Disbennett and M. 
A. Galbreath. At the caucus held sev- 
eral weeks ago to name,candidates for 
trustees the three incumbents were 
unanimously chosen as candidates to 
succeed themselves, and, 10 far as is 
known, there are no other candidates. 
The voters will also be called upon al 
this time to set the millage to be used 
for school purposes and it is believed 
.the usual tax of three mills will be 
voied for school purposes.

correspondent, who resided in' Germany for several years and 
is in a position to speak intelligently of the situation. 
He says: 


"As far as I have been able to observe in Spain, France 


and Switzerland the outcome of the great war depends upon 
the United States. 
The military situation today is critical. 


All of Europe is awaiting the outcome of the German offensive, 
which will continue several weeks and perhaps months. 
This, 


1 bel'eve, will be the last great attack which Germany will be 
able to make against our European allies. 
We are already 


taking part in these operations, and when this offensive ends 
the United States will be called upon to deal the last blow. 


"The success of our operations depends not only upon our 


splendid army, but more upon the backing this army receives 
at home. 
The morale of our troops depends upon the de- 


termination and earnestness of the American people. 
And, 


this determination must be expressed in some definite manner. 
Spain, France and Switzerland are watching the United States 
to see what the people do, because it is realized in Europe that 
the American people themselves determine what their gov- 
ernment and army shall do. 


"The two Liberty Loans in the United States have been very 


successful, but to my mind Liberty Loans are not to be measur- 
ed by the amount subscribed alone. 
The essential thing is 


that millions of Americans show that they are back of the army 
by subscribing. 
I think that more than ten million Americans 


should subscribe to the third loan, and if they do, the moral 
effect in Europe and" in our "expeditionary forces will be tre- 
mendous. 


"And, last but not least, the enemy is watching that loan 


as carefully as it is watching our military preperations, be- 
cause the enemy knows that the success of our fighting will 
depend upon the determination of the men and women 'back 
home.' "

NOT CORN MUST 60 OVER TO FIGHTING FRONT 


People continue to enquire why, 


when corn is so much more plentiful 
than wheat, we cannot ship the corn 
to Europe. 
The principal reason, as 


explained by the food administration, 
s a simple one—the corn germinates 
and-spoils on an ocean voyage, and 
the wheat doesnt. 


Here is an apparently feasible ex- 


planation of what has puzzled many 
people as to the government's policy 
regarding wheat. 


We often hear the question asked, 


'Why doesn't the government send 
corn over to the allies instead of 
wheat 
They are as well able to eat 


corn as we are at home. The above ex- 


why this has not been done. 


Like many other moves of the gov- 


ernment that are crtitcized and ques- 
tioned by the public, it needs only a 
little explaining to have the people 
see the reason for a regulation that 
previously seemed unnecessary and 
harsh. 


We may all rest assured that the 


government is at all times doing what 
seems best for the American people 
and their interests across the water. 
Let us accept the president's and the 
cabinet's rulings in good spirit even 
if they at times seem without reason 
to us.
